River  Pl.^te  Items 


—Up  to  the  end  of  August  659  steamers  entered 
the  port  of  Boenus  Aires,  of  which  the  aggregate 
tonnage  was  1.583,363.  The  port  dues  amounted 
to  $273,000  gold. 

—The  season  is  yet  young,  but  the  first  caso 
sotfvekosi)  has  been  fiitind  on  the  German  steamer 
Cafri  from  Rio  de  Janeiro.  A  passenger  died  on 
the  voyage,  and  though  the  port  doctors  have  nol 
yet  examined  the  body,  they  are  sure  that  it  ts  a 
case  of  yellow  fever.  The  quarantine  gang  are 
beginning  to  look  happy. 

— It  appears  that  an  enterprising  colonist  in 
Goya,  Corrienles,  who  comes  (mm  Japan,  is 
ahont  to  try  tea  growing  as  an  experiment.  The 
seeds  he  has  already  planied  have  sprouted,  and 
with  the  necessary  care  and  attention  required  it  is 
hoped  that  the  experiment  will  give  sufficiently 
good  results  to  encourage  an  extension  of  the 
plantations  wilh  profit  to  the  grower,—  Sport  and 
Pastirnt. 

— The  boi torn  seems  to  be  falling  out  of  the 
Parana  altoge'her,  At  Rosario  and  Parana  all 
the  loading  and  discharging  has  to  be  done  in 
lighters.  The  river  continues  to  fall  at  an  alarm- 
sag  rale;  sandbanks  are  cropping  up  like  mush- 
ro-im?  on  a  spring  morning,  and  if  there  is  not  a 
solid  or  rather  liquid  improvement  soon,  the 
Parana  ciiizens  will  be  able  to  take  their  constitu- 
tional m  the  river  bed.  If  this  continues,  the 
Parana  as  a  first-class  river,  will  lose  caste  alto- 
gether.— Standard,  Sept.  7. 


—We  are  glad  lo  see  that  owing  to  the  discovery 
of  large  numbers  of  skins,  for  which  their  owners 
could  not  properly  account,  a  whole  batch  of  sheep- 
stealers  in  different  parts  of  (his  province  have 
been  put  into  prison,  I'nfoitunaiely,  it  iionly 
reasonable  to  expect  that  within  a  short  lime, 
following  precedent,  the*e  blackguards  will  be  let 
oul  to  continue  their  robberies  without  probably 
having  suffered  any  punishment  at  all  worth 
mentioning.  —  Sfwt  and  Paitime. 

—The  British.  Hi'spital  at  rlueno*.  Aires  has 
undertaken  n>  erect  new  wards,  particularly  iso. 
lated  wards  for  surgical  case*,  to  meet  the  increas. 
ing  demand  on  that  popular  institution.  The  cost 
nf  the  new  wards  U  estimated  at  $80,000  currency. 
The  Hospital  has  $30,000  of  this  left  over  from 
the  liaiaar  nf  1S93,  and  as  friends  have  already 
Ittliieribed  $22,500  toward  the  balance  the  com- 
mittee has  resolved  to  proceed  wilh  the  work  at 
once.  The  success  of  English  hospitals  in  South 
America  is  becoming  vety  noticeable. 

— The  national  board  advises  the  various  com- 
panies thai  from  the  first  Saturday  of  Octnher, 
under  penalty  of  $2,000  for  non-observance,  they 
are  obliged  to  send  to  the  hoard  full  tables  nf  their 
tariffs,  and  every  Saturday  the  rate  of  gold  on 
which  the  tariff  is  liased  if  a  sliding  scale  be  in 
use,  with  all  modifications  pertaining  therelo. 
Under  like  penalty  they  are  prohibiied  Irom  lower- 
ing their  tariffs— a  very  strange  proviso,  truly, 
and  one  that  ihe  public  will  hardly  he  likely  lo 
siomach  without  a  grievance.—  Standard,  Buenos 
Aires,  Sept.   12. 

—The  attempt  of  the  Tucuman  sugar-makers  to 
establish  a  general  agreement  for  raising  and 
maintaining  (he  price  of  sugar  has  proved  a  failure, 
because  Here  are  a  few  ol  the  men  who  trust  to 
their  own  enterprise  and  intelligence  for  success 
rather  than  to  syndicates  for  compelling  Ihe  puldic 
to  buy  inferior  sugar  at  high  prices.  It  is  esli- 
mated  that  this  year  Tucuman  will  produce  at 
least  100,00*}  tons  of  sugar  and  Salta  and  the 
Cliaco  10,000  tons.  The  home  consumption  is 
put  at  So  000  or  90,000  tons,  but  this  would  be 
greatly  increased  by  a  fall  in  prices. — Buenos  Aitet 
fferald,  Sept.  8. 

—Congress  is  displaying  its  usual  incapacity  for 
useful  work.  Four  months  have  passed  and  the 
hudget  has  not  yet  l>een  brought  under  considera- 
tion. The  bill  for  the  reorganization  of  the  army 
and  national  guard  will  probnldy  die  a  natural 
death,  and  the  electoral  reform  bill  is  in  a  had 
way.  The  deputies  spent  two  hours  on  Wednes- 
day is  discussing  the  first  article  and  then  they 
were  too  much  exhausted  10  look  at  Art.  2.  On 
Friday  there  was  a  successful  conspiracy  not  to 
form  a  quorum.  Two  hours'  work,  three  times  a 
week,  is  all  the  honorable  congressmen  can  afford 
lo  give  the  nation  for  the  beggarly  pittance  that 
they  receive  from  it. — Buenos  Aires  Herald, 
Sept.  8. 

—A  young  Englishman  engaged  as  engineer  on 
the  Iiaqui  railway  (Brazilian  side  of  the  frontier) 
was  travelling  on  horseback  in  the  camp,  accom- 
panied only  by  a  peon,  when  they  were  surprised 
by  a  party  of  soldiers  that  called  on  them  to  halt. 
It  would  seem  that  some  of  the  soldiers  had  some 
motive  of  resentment  against  the  peon,  for  they 
dragged  him  to  the  ground  and  cut  his  throat 
without  parley,  notwithstanding  his  cries  for  mercy. 
They  then  threatened  to  serve  the  Englishman  in 
the  same  fashion  if  he  did  not  take  himself  off. 
He  ran  away  at  once,  but  was  so  impressed  by  the 
horrible  scene  that  he  lost  his  wits,  and  when 
found  by  some  neighbors  was  completely  insane. 
Some  of  his  companions  on  the  railway  staff 
brought  him  to  Salto,  and  thence,  according  to  one 
account,  he  has  be  been  brought  to  the  lunatic 
asylum  here  in  a  strait-waistcoat .  Neither  of  the 
versions  give  the  name  of  this  unfortunate  young 
man,  though  it  is  said  he  has  some  relations  here. 
We  trust  enquiry  will  be  made  into  the  matter.— 
EI  Did,  Montevideo. 

—A  curious  exemplification  came  to  light  yester- 
day of  the  truth  of  tie  proverb  that  "things  are 
not  always  as  they  seem,"  and  that  cream  parades 
sometimes  as  very  skimmed  milk.  A  rogue  and 
vagabond  of  filthiest  exterior  presented  himself  at 
a  house  in  Artes,  begging  for  bread  and  alms. 
The  girls  of  the  family,  true  to  their  womanly  in- 
stincts, told  him  plainly  that  they  would  give  him 
neither.  Our  sturdy  bigger  thereupon  became  in- 
solent and  was  promptly  taken  lo  the  police- 
station.  There  his  clothes  were  searched  with 
the  astounding  result  that  not  only  $350  lay  hidden 
in  the  rags  but  also  a  bank-book  showing  that 
Lazarus  boasted  of  a  balance  in  his  favor  of  no 
less  a  sum  than  20,000  dollars  !  !  !  A  doctor's 
certificate  was  further  forthcoming,  testifying  that 
the  bearer  was  a  "  pobre  de  solemnidad" — don't 
we  wish  we  were  half  as  "solemn"!  The  poor 
half-starved  mortal  gave,  if  you  please,  as  his 
name,  that  of  Gibson,  but  he  is  also  known  as 
Barenachea,  so  that  both  nationalities — Scotch  and 
Basque — may  claim  him  as  their  own.  What  a 
lot  of  friends  he  will  suddenly  find  when  he  is  once 
more  at  liberty!—  B.  A.  Standard,  Sept.  12. 

—The  interview  of  a  contemporary  with  the  new 
president  of  the  national  board  of  education  gives 
a  number  of  very  interesting  facts.  It  is  not  re- 
assuring to  learn  that  out  of  90,000  children  in  the 
capital  somewhere  about  30,000  axe  not  receiving 
any  school  education  at  all,  the  number  in  atten- 
dance at  the  national  schools  being  only  40,000  ; 
in  the  provinces  the  case  is  very  much  worse.  As 
is  usual  with  Latin  officials,  the  president  is  full  of 
abstract  ideas  as  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
special  lines  of  education.  His  attempt  to  intro- 
duce savings-banks  through  the  medium  of  the 
school  is  one  that  will  be  welcomed  by  all  sensible 
people;  but  we  greatly  fear  that  before  any 
successs  is  to  be  met  with  in  this  way  the  pernicious 
lottery  will  have  to  be  abolished  from  the  land.  He 
is  also  in  favour  of  technical  education,  which  has 
been  found  a  good  thing  in  many  countries,  and 
would  no  doubt  be  good  in  ours  if  not  pushed  too 
far  ;  but  good  technical  education  calls  for  a  highly 
trained  staff  and  a  good  deal  in  the  way  ol  equi- 
pment, and  we  are  not  able  to  pay  our  present  staff 
of  teachers  with  perfect  punctuality,  while  as  to 
expending  money  on  equipping  schools,  why,  we 
use  it  all  up  on  ironclads, —  Review,  Buenos  Aires,

Husbands  get  it  and  for  a  change 
or  for  a  cure,  they  turn   their  backs  upon 
their  home  duties  and  drift  into  a  life   of 
hypocrisy  and  vice  that  not  onlv  dishonours 
their  sex  but  heaps  foul    insults    and  trea- 
sons upon  the  sacred  altar   of    matrimony. 
J  ouths  and  maidens  lake  it,  and  seek  change 
—  something  new—  something  to  break  the 
dead  monotony  which  they  have  allowed  to 
creep  into  their  lives.     Rich  and  poor  alike 
are  afflicted  with  it.

We    have    idled  until   we 
are  tired    unto    death   of  bein«  idle      Let 
us  try    what    work   will    do    for    u«      We 
are  young  as  a  nation    yet.      We  have  only 
begun    to  ascend   the   slope  upon  the  sum- 
mit or  which    we    must   place  whatever  of 
national  greatness  we  are  destined  to  achieve 
It  is  not  by  lagging,  nor  by  idling  we  can 
hope  to  progress.     Honest  toil,  the  emula- 
tion of  noble  ambitions,  the  cultivation  of 
manly    virtues,  the  intellectual  pride    that 
springs    from    high  endeavour,  the  patriot- 
ism that  is  self-sacrificing,   the  blending  of 
moral,   mental    and  domestic  accomplish- 
ments   which  makes  ol    women    the    real 
rulers  ol  men,  the  straightforward  love   of 
truth,    and   the  courage  to   seek  it  and  re- 
cognize it—  these   are    the    tools  which  we 
must  use  in  order  to  carve  out  a  nationality 
that  shall   live— these   are    the    means,  by 
which     we     can   abolish   the   hateful  term 
aburrido  from   the  vocabulary  of  our  social 
code.

It 
was  the  perfumed  frequenters  of  the  baths 
ol  Caligula— the  yawning  listless  dudes  and 
prostitutes  of  the  Emperors  who  showed 
Ihe  way  down  the  path  by  which  she 
descended  to    her  ruin  and  decay.

Thb  amnesty  bill  as  organized  in  the 
Senate  and  the  unfavorable  report  npon  it 
by  the  committee  in  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties should  come  before  the  latter  to-day, 
and  the  fate  which  attends  this  project  is 
awaited  with  intense  interest  by  its  advo- 
cates and  opponents.  The  declaration  of 
President  Moraes  that  be  would  resign  his 
high  office  unless  peace  was  finally  secured 
for  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  is  rightly  considered 
a  grave  feature  in  the  amnesty  question, 
and  when  added  to  the  appeals  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  press  will  certainly  have  some 
effect  upon  waverers  among  the  deputies, 
and  the  acceptance  or  rejection  ot  the 
measure  appears  to  depend  largely  opon  the 
votes  of  these  representatives.  Many  have 
already  declared  an  opinion  that  the  par- 
doning of  all  the  revolutionists  appeared  to 
be  precipitate,  bat  these'  are  in  the  minority, 
and  against  diem  are  the  supporters  of  am- 
nesty as  the  necessary  corollary  of  the  surren- 
der of  the  Rio  Grande  revolutionists.  There- 
fore, as  the  Senate  has  seen  proper  to  pass 
the  project,  and  the  President  has  declared 
his  intentions  if  it  he  rejected  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies,  a  regard  for  the  preservation 
of  their  country  from  a  renewal  of  disturb- 
ances and  disorders  will,  we  think,  unite 
such  a  majority  in  the  Chamber  as  to  secure 
the  passing  of  the  lawr  As  to  the  precedent 
furnished  by  the  President,  we  confess  that 
it  appears  to  w  likely  to  bs  perattioos. 
The  opinion  is  universal  that  President 
Moraes  has  deeply  at  heart  the  settlement 
of  the  question  between  the  two  factions  in 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  and  is  hurt  at  the  oppo- 
sition encountered  by  %hat  he  probably 
considers  to  have  been  a  tacit  agreement 
between  the  revolutionist?  and  Gen.  Gal- 
vao,  but  it  seems  to:;us  that  a  more  correct 
manner  in  expressing  his  opinions  would 
have  been  shown  by  a  message  to  the  leg- 
islature, declaring  that  peace  had  been 
secured,  but  that  amnesty  should  be  granted 
the  erring  brethren,  and  for  this  he  applied 
to  Congress.  Had  this  been  the  procedure, 
we  feel  sure  there  would  have  been  less  ill 
feeling  produced,  and  certainly  less  talk  of 
interested  motives  and  monarchical  sympa- 
thies. As  the  matter  stands  a  surrender,  or 
at  the  best  a  compromise,  must  be  the 
ending  of  the  amnesty  question,  and  we 
cannot  consider  either  a  m  ttter  for  congrat- 
ulaiion.  Before  oar  next  issue  there  will 
be  either  a  new  decree  added  to  the  par- 
liamentary records  of  Brazil,  or  Sr.  Manoel 
Yietorino  will  be  watching  over  the  des- 
tinies of  the  conntrr. 


Tee  open  letter  recently  addressed  br 
Admiral  Jacegnay  to  Sr.  Jooquim  Nabuco 
has  re-opened  the  question  whether  the 
position  ol  the  political  leaders  of  the  em- 
pire, and  their  persistent  abstention  from  in- 
terference in  the  guidance  of  their  country 
is  either  patriotic  or  dignified  It  happens 
that  both  Admiral  Jacegnay  and  Sr.  Nabnco 
were  ardent  supporters  of  the  emancipation 
of  the  negroes  of  Brazil,  which  is,  among 
their  countrymen,  declared  to  have  resulted 
in  the  fall  of  the  Brazilian  monarchy,  and 
both  therefore  indirectly  contributed  to  the 
declaration  of  the  Brazilian  republic;  but 
while  the  Admiral  frankly  accepts  the  posi- 
tion and  appeals  to  his  former  comrade  in 
the  emancipation   campaign    to  abandon

Nabnco   and  many  oUttr 
even    more    important   political   leadew 
coldly  obsem  th«  anntiibctory  | 
position,  and  appawnUr  art  qatte  niisftod 
that  the  inexperience  of  the  young  men,  who 
now  figure  a*  Brazilian  legislator!,  should 
produce  amusement,  or  even   contempt, 
among  foreign  critics,  to  which  w«  frankly 
declare  we  do  not  belong.     Taught  to  res- 
pect political  and  religious  beliefs,  we  would 
not  dare  to  question  the  sincere  monarchi- 
cal sympathies  of  such  men  as  St,  Jofto  Al- 
f.edo  and  Sr.  Affonso   CeUo,  but  sorely 
such  statesmen,  as  these  two  eminent  Bras* 
ilians,  mtwt  see  that  a  restoration  of  the  mon- 
archy would  remit  in  such   a  convulsion 
that  the  polity  of  their  country  would  be 
destroyed  ;  that  the  restoration  could  only 
be  secured  by  the  assistance  of  tbe  array 
and  navy,  and  with  the  result  of  such  inter- 
ference their  historical  studies  have  famish- 
ed them ;  that  the  various  states  now  form- 
ing the  Brazilian  republic  have  tasted  the 
sweets  of  independence,  financial  and  polit- 
ical, and  finally,  that  their  apparent  indif- 
ference may  be  construed  as  a  manifestation 
of  personal  vindictiveness,  which  we  are 
not  prepared  to  consider.  If  the  conception 
of  personal  dignity  obliges  the  former  leaders 
of  political  parties  here  to  demand  that  the 
country  should  apply  to  them  for  tbe  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  experience  and  talents, 
then  the  case  is  hopeless.  The  appeal  to  the 
electorate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  by  Sr.  Andrade 
Figneira,  an  equally   sincere  monarchist, 
that  he  be  given  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  was 
an  o»er  failure,  and  Rio  is  considered  tbe 
bead-quarters  of  the  monarchical  parry.  Bat 
many  electors  would  cast  their  ballots  for 
Sr.  Joio  Alfredo,  for  Sr.  Alfonso  Celso,  or 
for  many  others  of  the  former  political 
chiefe,  who  refused  to  vote  for  Sr.  Andrade 
Figneira,  always  considered  a  parliamentary 
"ball  in  a  china  shop."      Cannot  these 
gentlemen  cede  a  trifle  of  personal  dignity 
for  the  benefit  of  their  country  ?  Mo  one 
would  regret  the  influence  of  the  old  leaders 
were  this — as  it  certainly  would— to  be  ex- 
ercised for  the  common  weal,  and  the  pre- 
sence of  experienced  statesmen  in  the  Braz- 
ilian legislature  would  unquestionably  re- 
strict the  wild  vagaries,  which  have  seriously 
shocked  all  sincere  well-wishers  of  Brazil! 
Let  these  gentlemen  then  come  out  of  thdr 
voluntary  exile.    Let  them  open  an  ac- 
tive campaign  for  the  improvement  of  the 
political  position  here,  and  show  the  world 
that  Brazil  is  not  controlled  by  "log-rollers" 
and  jacobins.     If  oar  appeal  be  considered 
.to  be  an  impertinent  ioterference  by    a 
foreigner  in  Brazilian  domestic  affairs,  we 
shall  regret  its  expression,  but  we  make  it 
in  all  stooerityv  and  would  be  inexpressibly 
"happy  did  it  produce  any  effect.

BETS  ON  THE  EXCHANGE. 
An  anonymous  contributor  to  the  Jomai 
th  Comments,  published  on  the  16th  some 
criticisms  upon  what  we  published  in  our 
issue  of  the  ioth,  ami  though  we  are  not 
disposed  to  reply  to  those  who  seek  to  dis- 
guise their  personality,  in  the  present  case 
ex  ungue  konem.  and  we  will  break  our 
rule  to  discuss  the  question  of  exchange 
speculation  with  Sr.  teaman. 

Neither  the  form  nor  the  substance  ol  our 
article  pleased  our  critic;  the  fust  was  violent 
and  incompatible  with  our  quality  "as  a 
stranger,"  and  the  second  was  not  in  agree- 
ment with  social  interests,  which  repel  spe- 
culation, and  showed  that  we  ignored 
British  legislation  regarding  betting  mid 
Stock  Exchange  operations.  Finally  it  was 
asked  whether  the  banks  agreed  with  the 
doctrines  we  submitted,  in  our  quality  of 
their  defender 

As  to  the  charge  of  violent  language,  this 
we  emphatically  deny.  If  there  was  warmth 
in  resenting  the  constant  attacks  on  for- 
eigners upon  every  occasion  that  a  decline 
in  exchange  rates  occurs,  it  was  fully  justi- 
fied by  the  language  used  in  these  attacks, 
an  d  —  if  we  be  permitted  the  Americanism 
— it  is  only  natural  that  "when  one  is  sasseei, 
that  he  sasses  back  again," 

In  regard  to  ignoring  the  Herschel  Gam- 
ing Act,  we  distinctly  stated  that  time  ex- 
change contracts  were  illegal  here,  for  no 
one  is  permitted  by  law  to  sell  what  he  does 
not  possess,  and  therefore  whether  we  ignor- 
ed, or  were  ignorant  of  the  Herschel  Act 
is  inconsequent.  What  we  said,  and  this 
we  sustain,  was  that  laws,  be  they  the  fruit 
of  Lord  Herschel's  ability,  or  that  of  Si.  Ser- 
zedello  Correia,  have  not,  and  never  will 
destroy,  or  even  restrict  speculation. 

As  we  are  not  retained  fur  the  defense  of 
the  banks,  it  is  a  matter  of  indifference  to 
us  whether  they  approve  or  do  not  of  our 
honest  appreciation  of  the  position  of  the 
exchange  market  at  present. 

Our  complaint  is  that  the  Brazilian  legis- 
lator is  profoundly  ignorant  of  the  radical 
changes  in  commercial  practices  in  Rio,  and 
that  he  lends  too  ready  an  ear  to  the  noise 
of  speculators,  who  confound  patriotism 
with  higher  exchange  rates,  and  consider 
that  to  sell  bills  to  deliver  is  so  meritorious 
an  act,  that  when  the  speculation  goes 
against  them  the  foreigner  must  be  pilloried 
as  the  cause  of  decline  in  rates.  And  that 
this  complaint  is  perfectly  justifiable,  we 
think  no  one  will  deny. 

The  position  of  the  foreign  banks  estab- 
lished here  is  peculiar,  not  so  much  from 
any  action  on  their  part,  as  from  the  change 
in  the  manner  of  conducting  the  import 
trade  of  Brazil.  Previous  to  1889  there 
were  large  foreign  houses  here  that  were 
either  purely  commission  merchants,  or 
importers  of  dry-goods,  or  in  some  cases 
combining  the  two  branches  of  trade.  Dis- 
trust and  the  consequent  curtailment,  of 
credits,  and  —  it  may  be  added  —  the  estab- 
lishment here  of  manufacturers',  agents  and 
the  'recurrent  visits  of  commercial  travellers 
have  completely  translormed  the  markets,  for 
now  nearly  every  dealer  is  also  an  importer, 
and  as  the  foreign  merchant  draws  upon. his 
Brazilian  customer,  when  forwarding  the 
shipping  documents  of  his  orders,  it  results 
that  these  drafts  accumulate  in  the  foreign 
banks,  which  thus  become,  possessed  of  all 
of  what  was  formerly  known  as  "market 
money."  The  competition  of  the  importers 
with  the  banks  for  exchange,  resulting  from 
shipments  of  produce,  has  thus  become  so 
reduced  that  it  may  be  confidently  stated 
that  every  bill  drawn  against  exports  finally 
is  remitted  by  one  of  the  foreign  banks. 

Here  therefore  we  have  the  banks  almost 
exclusively  the  purchasers  of  commercial 
exchange,  and  to  a  great  extent  independent 
of  any  demand  for  bills,  save  from  the 
Treasury,  for  the  collection  of  the  foreign 
drafts  sent  them  furnishes  a  perennial  supply 
of  cash  with  which  to  purchase  the  bills  of 
the  export  houses. 

Under  such  a  condition  of  affairs  the  spe- 
culator is  unwise  enough  to  enter  the  ex- 
change market,  where  he  has  about  the 
same  chances  of  making  a  coup,  as  has 
a  "punter"  at  Monte  Carlo  of  breaking 
the  bank,  and  hence  result  the  constant 
succession  of  rumors,  all  more  or  less 
ridiculous,  and  the  vagaries  in  exchange 
rates,  in  which  the  banks  are  no  more  active 
agents  than  Sr.  Leaman,  or  ourselves. 

Again  and  again  are  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands of  pounds  sterling  bought  and  sold  by 
the  residents  in  Petropolis  on  the  voyage 
from  and  to  their  homes.  Are  the  foreign 
banks  to  be  inculpated  for  these  transac- 
tions ? 


■  We  insist  that  the  outcry  against  the 
machinations  of  the  foreigners  in  the  ex- 
change market  results  from  ignorance,  and 
inquisitorial  powers  to  be  granted  to  the 
syndic  of  Brokers,  fines  and  penalties  will 
never  prove  in  any  degree  efficacious,  ljo 
correct  matters. 

We  know  that  the  dealer-importer  whjo 
happens  to  have  an  acceptance  due  upon  a 
"settlement  day,"  suffers  more  or  less,  and 
have  long  advocated  drawing  a  distinction 
between  legitimate  money,  paid  into  the 
banks  to  meet  commercial  engagements, 
and  the  large  sums  tendered  by  speculators 
who  take  bills  from  one  bank  to  deliver  to 
another,  etc.,  etc.  But  this  idea  meets  with 
opposition,  for  it  leads  to  subterfuge,  and  it 
is  well  known  that  legitimate  takers  have 
loaned  their  names  for  the  realization  of 
purely  speculative  transactions. 

Is  the  Rio  exchange  market  to  be  forever 
under  the  influence  of  these  operators,  is 
perhaps  a  natural  question,  but  the  answer 
to  which  is  not  at  all  easy.  Occasionally, 
as  at  roulette,  the  ball  falls  into  the  player's 
number,  the  demand,  or  the  supply  of  com- 
mercial exchange  coincides  with  the  bets  of 
the  speculators,  profits  result,  and  the  game 
receives  new  impetus,  but  the  result  is 
certain,  and  when  the  day  of  final  settlement 
is  reached,  and  the  ruined  gamesters  are 
forced  to  retire,  then  the  exchange  market 
will  re-assume  a  more  stable  position. 

And  this  will  come  sooner  or  later  with- 
out any  interference  from  the  law. 


TESTIMONIAL  TO  MR.   IVAGSTATF. 

A  meeting  of  several  gentlemen  belonging  to  the 
British  community  of  Riga  ( Russia)  and  some  others 
who  are  members  of  the  British  Assembly  Rooms 
was  held  at  the  Reading  Rooms  lor  British  Seamen 
in  Grosse  Ktlter  Strasse,  on  Monday,  May  15th 
(O.S.),  to  present  an  illuminated  address,  a  cosily 
enamelled  silver  tea  service  of  Russian  pattern, 
and  a  large  and  handsome  hound  album,  with 
photographs  of  Riga,  to  il.li.M.  consul,  who  was 
about  to  leave  the  town,  having  been  appointed 
consul-general  at  Rin  de  Janeiro.  The  Very  Rev- 
erend T.  Harris,  M.A.,  British  chaplain,  was  in 
ihe  chair,  and  spoke  as  follows:  "Mr.  Wagstatf: 
in  the  few  words  that  I  shall  address  to  you,  I 
shall  avoid  saying  anything  that  is  fulsome  or  un- 
real, for  mere  compliment  and  flattery  arc  not 
acceptable  lo  any-right  thinking  man.  But  I  am 
sure  that  when  any  man  in  a  public  position  per- 
forms its  duties  not  merely  mechanically,  and  so 
as  to  give  himself  the  least  possible  (rouble,  but 
instead  throws  all  his  energies  into  their  discharge, 
takes  n  real  interest  in  and  fulfils  lliem  not  only 
with  ability,  but  in  a  pleasant  and  genial  manner, 
lie  not  only  raises  in  importance  the  position  which 
he  holds,  but  he  also  wins  the  approval  of  those 
who  observe  his  actions,  he  makes  friends,  and, 
when  the  time  comes  for  him  to  be  promoted,  the 
community  Icels  a  distinct  loss  in  his  leaving,  and 
the  parting  is  one  of  real  regret.  Such  I  believe 
to  he  the  feelings  towards  yourself  amongst  the 
Hritish  community  generally,  and  not  of  the 
British  community  only,  but  of  a  large  number  of 
.other  persons  of  various  nationalities  who  have 
also  become  endeared  to  you  during  your  residence 
in  Riga.  We  are  not  without  hope  that  at  some 
future  time  you  may  be  in  a  position  to  return  to 
Russia,  where  you  have  spent  many  years  of  your 
life,  and  where  you  have  relations  and  many 
friends,  Meanwhile,  our  best  wishes  go  with  you, 
and  with  Mrs.  WagslarT,  whom  we  are  sorry  to 
lose  Irom  our  society,  and  with  the  oiher  members 
of  your  family.  We  wish  that  God's  best  blessing 
in  health  and  in  prosperity  may  rest  upon  you  as 
long  as  life  lasts.  I  wish  to  say  a  word  or  two  on 
my  own  behalf,  as  chaplain  of  the  Hritish  com- 
munity. I  have  said  it  before,  hut  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  saying  it  in  public,  that  no  one 
will  be  more  sorry  to  lose  you,  no  one  will  miss 
you  more  than  I  shall.  There  has  never  been 
anything  between  us  but  what  was  pleasant. 
While  always  leaving  to  the  chaplain  what  to  him 
belongs,  you  have  given  an  ungrudging  and  gener- 
ous support  in  everything  I  have  tried  to  do  for 
the  benefit  of  our  community,  especially  ol  our 
seamen,  whether  at  Libau  or  at  Riga.  Such  kind' 
ness  has  brought  us  into  a  close  and  lasting 
friendship,  and  your  co-operation  and,  I  must  add, 
your  observance  of  the  public  duties  of  our  religion, 
cannot  have  been  without  its  influence  for  good 
upon  the  community  in  general." 

The  Chaplain  then  proceeded  to  read  the  address, 
which  was  as  follows : 

"To  W.  G.  Wagstaff,  Esq.,  Her  Britannic 
Majesty's  Consul  at  Riga,  Russia.  We,  whose 
names  are  appended  to  this  address,  and  who  have 
been  associated  with  you  either  as  subjects  of  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen,  or  as  members  of  the  British 
Assembly  Rooms,  during  your  Consulate  of  up- 
wards  ol  five  years  and  a  half,  wish  in  the  first 
place  10  heartily  congratulate  you  on  your  appoint- 
ment to  the  post  of  British  Consul -General  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  1 

"  We  are  fully  sensible  how  well  entitled  you 
are  to  this  promotion,  which,  unsought  by  you, 
Her  Majesty's  secretary  of  state  has  invited  you  to 
accept.  But  we  deeply  regret  to  part  with  you, 
and  we  are  sure  that  this  feeling  is  shared  by 
many  others  who  have  been  less  closely  connected 
with  you  than  we  have,  As  to  your  conscientious 
discharge  of  duly,  your  great  ability,  your  interest 
in  everything  that  has  related  to  the  wellbeing  of 
the  subjects  of  Her  Majesty,  yonr  endeavors  to 
promote  kindness  and  goodwill,  your  genial  bear- 
ing and  hospitality,  we  have  but  one  opinion. 
Such  qualities  form  friendships  which  separation 
does  not  sever,  and  leave  pleasant  memories  which 
time  does  not  efface. 

"  Our  good  wishes  go  with  you  for  all  that  is 
best  and  happiest  in  the  years  to  come,  and  we  beg 
you  to  accept  the  accompanying  remembrance  as  a 
small  mark  of  our  esteem." 


After  which  Mr,  WiigsUtT  replied  as  follows  l 
"  1  beg  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  you,  sir, 
for  the  uracious  manner  in  which  you  have  pre- 
sented this  most  rlatleringand  beautiful  illuminated 
address,  and  to  all  who  have  kindly  signed  it.  I 
also  thank  you  and  them  for  these  very  valuable 
mementoes  of  my  stay  amongst  you,  1  shall 
highly  prJifl  the  same  as  a  token  of  your  esteem. 
I  have  already  stated  how  deeply  1  regret  leaving 
Riga,  and  the  many  friends  I  and  my  lamily  hate 
found  here,  but  I  consider  it  a  duty  to  continue  the 
career  I  have  so  long  followed.  In  thanking  you 
all  agnin  once  more,  I  wish  every  prosperity  to  the 
Hritish  community,  and  to  lliU  Institution,  so 
admirably  directed  by  our  esteemed  Chaplain." 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  concluded  the 
proceedings. 

ARC  EX  fix  A  AND  CHILI. 

There  is  good  news  this  week  from  Chili.  Our 
minister  there,  Df.  Quirino  Costa,  lias  been  having 
quiet  talks  with  the  Chilian  dignitaries,  and  com- 
mon sense  has  gained  the  day,  The  protocol  of 
the  present  is  to  he  modified  in  the  first  article. 
This  article  lays  down  that  the  watershed  and  the 
highest  peaks,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  technicalities, 
are  to  form  the  boundary  line.  The  proposed 
amendment  sweeps  all  these  aside  and  conies 
Straight  to  the  point  at  issue.  It  is  more  or  less 
this  way.  The  commissioners  have  bad  a  quiet 
and  friendly  confabulation  in  which  lliey  settled 
the  following :  The  boundary  tine  between  Chill 
and  tile  Argentine  republic  is  the  Andiue  moun- 
tain chain.  This  chain  has  divisions  and  sub- 
divisions, the  watershed  follows  no  strict  geological 
rule  and  is  most  awfully  zigzag,  the  highest  peaks 
are  not  in  anything  like  a  straight  line,  What 
then  is  to  be  done?  Get  back  lo  the  Andes. 
Forget  all  the  humbug  about  highest  peaks  and 
watersheds,  and  try  to  get  closer  to  the  spirit  of 
the  treaty.  The  treaty  says  the  Andes  form  the 
line.  Very  well,  what  shall  we  call  the  Andes  ? 
Why,  of  course,  the  main  range — the  Central  mass, 
the  main  geological  formation  of  the  range.  But 
where  Is  this  ?  We  hardly  know.  We  have  got 
to  find  out.  Let  us  go  and  study  up  the  ground. 
There  are  certain  utimisi akeable  data  to  guide  us. 
Let  us  go  and  find  these  data.  Let  us  set  our 
best  geographers  to  work,  and  to  assist  them  in 
their  labors  let  a  geographical  commission  bo  in- 
vited from  Europe.  Such  is  the  shape  of  the  new 
development.  We  hope  the  central  thought  in  it 
stands  out  sufficiently  clear.  Incase  it  does  not 
we  beg  to  recapitulate. 

Up  to  the  present  the  boundary  question  has 
been  a  squabble  about  the  tine  of  the  highest 
peaks  that  divide  the  sources  of  Chilian  and  Ar- 
gentine rivers.  Now  there  is  no  more  talk  about 
rivers.  The  commissioners  only  want  the  main 
range.  Which  is  the  main  Andine  range  ?  Well, 
let  us  find  out.     Geology  will  tell  us. 

In  case  this  new  compact  is  made  the  necessary 
studies  will  be  at  once  undertaken,  The  fiwil 
adjustment  cannot  lake  place  sooner  than  four 
years  from  the  present.  Perhaps  it  would  not  be 
too  much  to  say  that  if  Hie  proposed  modification 
is  made,  the  tracing  of  the  frontier  line  cannot  be 
effected  under  five  years  ;  two  years  for  surveys, 
two  for  office  work,  anil  one  year  for  congressional 
and  diplomatic  discussion,  approbation,  signing, 
sealing  and  delivery. — Southern  Cross,  Sept.  6. 


Legislative  Notes 


Sept,  16. — Senate, — Senator  Coelho  Rod  rig  ties 
read  a  circular  which  he  had  addressed  to  the 
electors  of  Piauhy  when  he  lelt  for  Europe  in 
September,  1S93.  He  explained  the  circumstances 
which  occurred  at  that  time  and  said  that  in  the 
struggle  between  Marshal  Florinno  Peixolo  and 
Admiral  Custodio  de  Mello  he  bad  favored  neither 
side,  believing  as  he  did  that  civilians  should  not 
adopt  the  rule  of  the  oyster  in  the  struggle  between 
the  rock  and  the  waves.  He  was  answered  l>y 
Senator  Vicente  Machado,  who,  after  some  re- 
marks on  the  dogmatic  manner  of  the  previous 
speaker,  said  ihat  he  had  no  desire  to  prolong  the 
debate.  Senator  Virgilio  Damasio  offered  amend- 
ments to  the  bill  for  regulating  the  execution  of 
Art.  6  of  the  constitution. — Chamber  of  Deputies. 
— Deputy  Galdino  Loreto  spoke  on  the  budget  of 
the  department  of  industry  and  defended  bis 
amendment  for  assisting  the  state  of  Espirlt'o 
Santo  in  constructing  a  railway  from  Victoria  to 
Cacboeiro  de  Itapernerim.  Deputy  Leonel  Filho 
defended  an  amendment  for  making  an  appropria- 
tion for  repairing,  the  postoffice  building  at  Cam- 
panha.  Deputy  Benedicto  Leite  spoke  on  the  bill 
on  banks  of  issue  and  contended  that  the  banks 
that  had  been  deprived  of  the  right  to  issue  money 
were  not  entitled  lo  compensation  therefor,  De- 
puty Serzedello  said  that  he  could  not  refraih 
from  again  asking  that  the  amnesty  bill  should  be 
placed  on  the  docket.  The  chair  slated  that  the 
bill  was  in  the  hands  of  Deputy  Medeiros  e  Albu- 
querque, a  member  of  the  committee  on  the  con- 
stitution. Deputy  Edunrdo  Ramos  asked  the 
cliair  lo  place  on  the  docket  the  bill  on  agricultural 
hanks,  which,  he  said,  would  contribute  more  than 
any  other  measure  to  restore  peace  to  the  country. 
Deputy  Neiva  presented  a  petition  from  telegraph 
employes  memorializing  Congress  against  certain 
parts  ol  the  regulations  of  the  telegraph  bureau. 
The  chamber  voted  in  3rd  discussion  the  bill 
making  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  4,000,000$ 
for  the  payment  of  arrears  of  indebtedness  and  in 
2nd  discussion  the  bill  authorising  the  government 
10  contract  for  the  navigation  of  the  Rio  Parnahyba 
between  the  ports  ol  S.  Francisco  and  Amarante 
and  that  of  Tutoya  in  the  state  of  Maranhao. 

SEPT.  17.—  Senate.—  The  vote  on  the  bill  for 
regulating  the  execution  of  Art.  6  of  the  conslitu- 
turn  resulted  in  a  tie  (25  to  25).  There  was  intro- 
duced a  bill  for  establishing  a  penal  colony  on  the 
island  of  Fernando  de  Noronha,  Senator  Almeida 
liarreto  defended  the  pay  of  marshals  and  deemed 
that  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  should  be  better 
paid  than  these  officers  of  the  army.— Chamber  oj 
Deputies.  —  Deputy  Jose  Carlos  spoke  on  the  bud- 
get  of  the  department  ol  industry.  Deputy  Al- 
berto Torres  tendered  his  resignation  as  member 
of- the  budget  committee,  Deputy  Glycerio  said 
that  be  was  absorbed  in  conversation  when  the 
motion  of  Deputy  Kdu.irdo  Ramos  for  placing  on 
the  docket  the  bill  on  agricultural  banks  passed  by 
the  chamber.     There  was  110  doubt  that  the  cham- 


ber should  not  have  adopted  the  motion  ;  but  he 
waseeiinin,  nevertheless,  that  neither  the  Cham- 
ber nor  Deputy  EdiMrdri  Ramos  had  intended  to 

offend  Deputy  Alberto  Torres  or  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  budget  committee,  lie  hoped  that  the 
honorable  member  would  withdraw  his  resigna- 
tion. Deputy  Kduardo  Ramos  disclaimed  any 
intention  ol  offending  any  member  of  the  house 
and  asserted  thai  lie  had  merely  made  use  of  an 
iiueonle-tcd  light.  Deputy  Alberto  Torres'  in- 
sisted  on  his  resignation,  which  the  chamber, 
however,  by  a  vote  of  H2  to  53  refused  to  accept. 
Deputy  Alberto  Torres  again  insisted  and  the 
chamber  accepted  his  resignation.  Deputy  Edu- 
ai'dn  Ramos  tendered  his  resignation  as  member  of 
the  committee  on  legislation.  The  chamber  at 
first  refused  to  accept  his  resignation,  but  on  his 
insisting  acceeded  lo  his  wishes.  Deputy  Bene- 
dicto Leite  offered  an  amendment  to  the  budget  of 
the  department  of  foreign  affairs  In  conformity 
with  the  bill  recently  passed  lor  reorganising  that 
department,  1  »eputy  Arlstides  de  Qitelroi  offered 
a  substitute  for  the  bill  on  banks  of  issue.  De- 
puty Thomas  Cavalcanti  moved  to  ask  lor  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  Portuguese  Financial 
Agency,  which,  be  bad  been  informed,  is  operating 
illegally  in  Brazil,  Deputy  Jose  Carlos  defended 
the  agency,  which,  he  asserted,  is  guaranteed  by 
the  Portuguese  government  and  recognised  by  the 
Brazilian  government.  He  contended  that  the 
agency  is  very  useful  to  Portuguese  laborers, 
whom  it  enables  to  send  money  to  their  families 
in  Portugal.  The  chamber  voted  in  3rd  discussion 
ihe  deficiency  appropriation  of  i95,ooo$ooo  for 
the  waterworks  at  Macau. 

Skit.  18.— Senate.— The  bill  regulating  the 
execution  of  An.  u  of  the  constitution  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  29  to  26.  Senator  Coelho  Rodrigues 
made  a  speech  against  positivism.  lie  said  that 
he  lias  seven  sons  and  that,  although  he  cannot 
fail  to  see  that  the  army  offers  a  lucrative  and 
brilliant  career,  be  has  not  permitted  a  single  one 
of  them  to  enter  the  army,  because  he  does  not 
wish  to  have  any  posltivists  about  bis  bouse.— 
Chamber  of  Deputies.— Deputy  Nilo  I'eeaiiba  spoke 
on  the  bill  lor  increasing  the  pay  ol  the  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  and  offered  an  amendment  for 
increasing  the  pay  of  other  judges  and  for  paying 
commissions  h.  clerks  and  other  officers  ol  courts'. 
Deputies  Arthur  de  v'asconcellns  and  Lins  de  Vas- 
concellos  spoke  on  the  budget  of  the  department 
of  industry,  Deputy  Vergne  de  Abreu  complained 
ol  the  budget  committee  for  refusing  money  for 
extending  the  railway  from  Bahia  to  the  S.  Fran- 
cisco river,  lie  said  that,  if  the  committee  had 
been  impartial  and  consistent  in  its  retrenchment 
policy,  he  would  not  insist  on  an  appropriation 
for  that  railway,  but  since  grants  are  made  for 
other  internal  improvements  he  docs  not  know 
why  that  railway  should  suffer.  It  seemed  to  him, 
be  declared,  thai  the  reporter  of  the  committee  is 
too  timid  and  dues  not  confide  sufficiently  in  the 
future  of  the  country.  Deputy  Alberto  Torres 
said  thai  he  is  more  and  more  convinced  that  Con- 
gress is  not  competent  to  decide  on  the  claims  ol 
the  banks  of  issue.  Deputy  Victorino  Monteiro 
contradicted  the  report  of  a  movement  in  favor  of 
separation  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  Deputy  Serze- 
dello  asked  for  news  of  the  amnesty  bill.  The 
chamber  adopted  the  motion  of  Deputy  Tho'maz 
Cavalcanti  to  ask  for  information  in  regard  to  the 
Portuguese  Financial  Agency, 

Skit.  19.  —  Semite.  — -  Senator  Coelho  Ro- 
drigues  made  a  speech  against  positivism,^)  which 
lie  attributes  the  greater  part  of  the  misfortunes 
that  have  overwhelmed  the  country  since  the 
establishment  of  the  republic.  To  the  hill  making 
a  speciaUppropriation  of  2,096, 135 $672  for  the 
colonization  service  Senator  Gomes  de  Castro 
offered  an  amendment  reducing  the  amount  to 
1,226, 372$44l.  The  amendment  was  opposed  by 
Senator  Vicente  Machado.— Chamber  of  Deputies. 
Deputies  Gouvea  Lima  and  Liiulolpho  Caetnno 
spoke  on  the  budget  of  the  department  of  industry. 
Deputies  Hollanda  de  Lima  and  Serzedello  made 
vehement  speeches  on  the  Amapfi  question.  The 
lormer  complained  of  the  lukewarnmess  with 
which  this  question  has  been  treated  by  the  gov- 
ernment and  people  of  Brazil.  The  chamber 
unanimously  adopted  a  motion,  signed  by  the 
Para  delegation  for  asking  whether  the  govern- 
ment has  official  information  of  the  appearance  of 
French  war  vessels  in  the  waters  of  the  disputed 
territory  and  of  the  landing  of  French  troops,  and, 
if  so,  what  steps  it  had  taken  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  Deputy  Thomnz  Delfino  opposed]  the 
bill  for  a  railway  between  Sapopcmba  and  the 
island  of  Govemador.  Deputy  Mayrink  made,  a 
speech  on  the  lull  on  hanks  of  issue.  In  his 
opinion  Ihe  decree  of  December  7th,  1S90,  is  Mile- 
gal.  lie  presented  a  calculation  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  that  the  banks  deprived  of  the  right  of 
issue  are  entitled  to  compensation  lo  the  amount 
of  between  15  and  16  thousand  contos. 

Skit.  20. — Senate. — The  Senate  rejected  a 
motion  of  Senator  Vicente  Machado  to  ask  for 
information  in  regard  lo  the  manner  of  counting 
ihe  lime  ol  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  served  in 
Parana  during  the  revolution.  Senator  Coelho 
Rodrigues  spoke  on  positivism  and  the  amnesty 
question.  On  his  alluding  lo  the  speech  made  by 
Ihe  President  of  the  republic  to  the  operatives  of 
the  arsenal  be  was  asked  by  Senator  Rumiro  fiar- 
cellos  whether  he  was  prepared  to  assert  that  the 
President  would  resign  unless  Congress  grants 
unconditional  amnesty.  The  latter  was  answered 
by  Barao  do  Ladario,  who  referred  him  to  the 
morning  papers,  and  Senator  Coelho  Rodrigues 
enquired  what  the  Rio  Grande  senator  and  his 
friends  are  going  to  do.  Barao  do  Ladario  spoke 
on  the  budget  of  the  war  department  and  Senator 
Gomes  de  Castro  defended  his  amendment  [0  the 
bill  making  a  special  appropriation  for  the  coloni- 
zation service.  Senator  Vicente  Machado  opposed 
the  amendment.  Senator  Oiticica  moved  to  ask 
for  the  opinion  ol  the  government  on  the  bill 
making  a  special  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
the  charier  on  the  steamers  Santos  and  S.  Salvador 
and  of  ilie  repairs  on  those  steamers. — Chambei  of 
Deputies.  -Deputy  Neiva  spoke  on  the  budget  of 
the  department  ol  finance,  to  which  Deputy  Arthur 
Torres  offered  an  amendment.  Deputy  Alberto 
Torres  answered  the  speech  of  Deputy  Mayrink  on 
banks  of  issue.  Depu'y  Leovigildo  Filgueiros 
moved  to  ask  for  information  in  regard  lo  the 
dismissal  of  postmasters  and  be  exportation  of 
valuable  sand  as  ballast  from  the  coast  of  Bahia.

This  telegram 
was  contradicted  by  Col.  Vallad&o,  who  said, 
however,  that  the  report  forced  him  to  give  Col, 
Horta  the  trouble  of  going  to  the  state  capital  for 
the  purpose  of  being  questioned. 

A  telegram  of  the  30th  says  that  on  Horn's  ar- 
rival at  the  capital  he  was  arretted  by  order  of 
Col.  Vallad&o  and  that  Dr.  Lacerda  and  the  cor- 
respondent of  the  Jotnal  do  Commtrm  of  this  city 
were  threatened  with  arrest. 

Col.  Horta  has  since  been  released.

Dr.  Francisco  Tavares,  brother  of  the  Baron 
and  of  the  General,  is  reported  to  be  coming  to 
Rio  de  Janeiro.

On  the  16th  in-ii.  the  joint  committee  of  Con- 
gress reported  a  lull  empowering  the  executive  to 
interfere  in  the  affairs  .if  ihe  state  for  ihe  purpose 
of  assuring  the  free  exercise  of  their  functions  to 
the  president  and  legislature  opposed  to  Col. 
Valladao,  who  now  has  possession  of  the  state 
government. 

The  report  of  the  committee  states  that  when 
the  members  of  the  K-gUlaiure  attempted  to  meet, 
they  were  prevented  from  doing  so  by  persons 
who  under  the  protection  of  the  federal  troops  in 
the  state  capital  had  taken  possession  of  the 
legislature  budding, 

Informed  of  what  had  occurred  Dr.  Calasans, 
who  was  then  president  of  the  state,  designated, 
in  conformity  with  a  constitutional  provision,  the 
town  of  Koznrio  for  the  meeting  of  the  legislature. 
The  legislature  accordingly  met  at  Rozario  and 
the  president  of  the  state  read  his  message.  The 
votes  cast  at  the  election  for  president  and  vice- 
president  of  the  state  were  counted  and  Dr. 
Coellio  e  Cam  pa  and  Col.  Antonio  Horta  were 
declared  duly  elected. 

The  Rozario  legislature  was  recognized  as  legi 
timate  by  the  highest  court  of  the  state. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  the  partisans  of 
Col,  Valladao  met  at  the  state  capital  and  by 
means  of  fictitious  election  returns  organized  an 
illegitimate  legislature. 

On  the  nth  of  September,  1894,  while  Dr. 
Calasans  was  at  Rozario,  Vatladao's  partisans  held 
a  meeting  tinder  the  protection  of  the  troops  and 
declared  Calasans  deposed  from  the  presidency 
of  the  state  and  proclaimed  in  his  stead  Dr.  Joao 
Vieira  Leite  president  of  the  illegitimate  legis- 
lature. 

These  facts  were  communicated  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  by  Dr.  Calasans, 
who  received  from  Dr.  Cassiano,  minister  of  the 
interior,  a  telegram  informing  him  that  the  war 
department  had  issued  orders  to  the  federal  mili- 
tary authorities  m  the  state  to  assist  the  state 
government  in  maintaining  public  order  and 
tranquillity.     These  orders  were  not  obeyed. 

On  the  13th  of  September  the  chamber  of  depu- 
ties, having  received  a  communication  from  Dr- 
Joao  Vieira,  adopted  a  motion  offered  by  Depuly 
Glyceric  refusing  to  recognise  Vieira  as  president 
of  the  state. 

On  October  24th  Dr.  Calasans'  term  of  office 
expired  and  Col.  Antonio  Horta,  in  the  absence  of 
Dr.  Coelho  e  Campos,  took  the  oath  of  office 
before  the  Superior  Court  of  the  state.  On  the 
same  day  Col.  Valladao,  who  had  been  recognised 
as  president  of  the  slate  by  the  illegitimate  legis- 
lature and  who  bad  arrived  at  the  state  capital 
from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  took  the  oa:h  of  office  before 
that  legislature  and  received  from  Dr.  Joao  Vieira 
possession  of  the  presidential  palace  and  other 
public  buildings. 

On  November  20!h,  Valladao  sect  35  soldiers  to 
Rozario  to  disperse  the  legislature  which  had 
been  assembled  at  that  place.  He  then  proceeded 
to  remove  judges  and  other  jadkii!  officers  and  to 
suspend  the  par  of  others  who  fa;itd  to  recognise 
his  authority.  He  also  caused  to:  judges  of  the 
Superior  Court  to  be  cried  and  indicted  by  his 
legislature,  which,  however,  seiourned  wirhoat 
having  convicied  these  judges.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL, 
The  news  received  front  Rio  Grande  fails  to  give 
a  clear  idea  of  what  is  occurring  in  that  state. 

That  the  Canilhistu  are  plotting,  there  seems  to 
be  no  doubt;  but  the  information  furnished  in 
relation  to  the  nature  of  the  plots  is  not  explicit 
nor,  apparently,  worthy  of  credence.  It  is  not 
probable,  for  instance,  that  Castilhos  and  liis  fol- 
lowers are  engaged,  as  was  reported  in  telegrams 
received  some  days  ago,  in  concocting  a  move- 
ment for  separating  Rio  Grande  from  the  rest  of 
Brazil.  The  dictator  knows  perfectly  well  that  his 
tenure  of  office  depends  entirely  on  the  support  of 
the  general  government  and  that  separation  would 
throw  the  state  into  the  hands  of  the  federalists 
who  constitute  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of 
Rio  Grande. 

What  appears  much  more  probable  is  that  he 
and  his  friends  in  combination  with  certain  poli- 
ticians of  S.  Paulo  and  perhaps  other  states  and 
with  certain  officers  of  the  army,  are  plotting  lo 
overthrow  the  government  of  President  Pradente 
de  Moraes. 

Gen.  Galvao  is  stated  to  have  received  informa- 
tion that  officers  belonging  to  the  garrison  at 
Pelotns  had  been  asked  lo  take  part  in  a  movement 
for  seizing  the  commanders  of  the  12th  and  16th 
battalions  ol  infantry,  supposed  to  be  devoted  to 
the  general.  This  was  to  be  followed  by  a  general 
movement  against  him  amongst  the  troops  in  the 
state,  seconded  by  a  similar  movement  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

The  report  lhat  Col.  Carlos  Telle*  had  been 
sent  with  1,000  men  lo  receive  the  arms  of  Appar- 
icio  Saraiva  has  been  confirmed.  It  appears, 
however,  that  Apparido  had  already  delivered  his 
arms  to  Col.  Toledo  Ribas  and  had  divided  his 
troops  into  small  bodies  and  sent  them  to  the  vi- 
cinity of  their  homes  for  the  purpose  of  being  dis- 
banded. This  has  not  yet  been  confirmed,  but  it 
is  stated  that  several  bodies  of  federalists  have 
disbanded,  including  those  under  the  command  of 
Matheus  Collares,  Jeronymo  Becco,  Antonio  Vaz, 
Vasco  Martins,  Est.uio  Azamboja,  Vasco  Amaro, 
and  Adao.  Maneco  Machado,  it  is  said,  was 
asked  by  CoL  Paula  Castro  to  deliver  his  arms, 
but  declined  doing  so,  since  he  had  received  no 
order  to  that  effect  from  his  superior  officers. 

According  to  a  telegram  received  here  on  Satur- 
day, 20  federalists  belonging  to  the  command  of 
Julio  de  Barros,  on  their  way  to  Cavera  were 
attacked  on  the  19th  tnst.  by  a  detachment  of  Joao 
Francisco's  troops,  a  brother  of  Julio  de  Barros 
being  wounded. 

Money,  it  is  stated,  has  been  sent  to  Livramento 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  garrison  of  that 
place  and  the  troops  under  Joao  Francisco, 

The  attendance  at  the  peace  festival  in  the  city 
of  Rio  Grande  on  the  14th  and  15th  inst.  is  'said 
to  have  been  large  and  enthusiastic  Gen.  Galvao, 
on  his  arrival,  was  welcomed  at  Ihe  station  by 
4,000  people  and  loudly  cheered. 

On  the  20th  the  Castilhistas  organized  in  that 
city  a  counter  demonstration  under  the  pretext  of 
presenting,  as  a  token  of  esteem,  a  costly  gold 
watch  set  with  diamonds  and  containing  the  por- 
trait of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  to  Col.  Jose} 
Carlos  Pinto,  a  member  of  the  Castilhista  legisla- 
ture,  who  had  just  been  relieved  by  Gen.  Galvao 
of  the  command  of  the  garrisons  of  Rio  Grande 
and  Chuy.  This  demonstration  before  it  ended 
assumed  a  riotous  character,  and  peaceful  citizens 
were  insulted  and  assaulted  by  bodies  of  rioters 
who  paraded  the  streets  cheering  Joao  Francisco, 
Julio  de  Castilhos,  Carlos  de  Carvalho,  Victorino 
Monteiro  and  Ramos  Barcellos,  and  displaying 
hostile  sentiments  towards  Gens.  Tavares  and- 
Galvao,  the  federalist  leaders  and  the  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  republic  Some  of  the 
rioters  went  to  the  theatre,  which  was  at  once 
abandoned  by  the  greater  part  of  the  audience. 
They  afterwards  went  to  a  cafe*  adjoining  the 
theatre  and  destroyed  the  pictures  of  Galvao, 
Tavares  and  Silveira  Martins.  The  police  took 
no  step  to  check  the  rioters. 

On  the  same  day  at  Porto  Alegre  there  was  a 
grand  review  of  Julio  de  Castilhos'  troops  under 
the  command  of  CoL  Panlaleao,  1,000  men,  it  is 
stated,  being  under  arms.  Julio  de  Castilhos  is 
said  to  be  constantly  increasing  the  number  of  his 
troops,  probably  using  for  this  purpose  money 
which  be  accumulated  during  the  time  when  the 
general  government's  generosity  towards  him  was 
unlimited. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  21st  says  lhat  at 
livramento  contractors  who  have  not  been  paid 
for  the  supplies  furnished  to  Castithos'  troops  have 
held  a  meeting  and  resolved  to  lei-graph  to  the 
President  of  the  republic  asking  for  their  money. 

A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  states  that  the  Castft- 
hisu  troops  at  Itaquy  and  S.  Borja,  whom  the 
commander  of  the  district  had  ordered  to  disband, 
have  refased  to  obey  the  order  and  that  a  requi- 
sition has  been  made  on  the  commander  of  the 
flotdla  for  assistance  in  reducing  the  mutineers  to 
subjection. 

The  Uragnayfo  authorities  at  Rivera  are  said  to 
have  denied  to  the  Brarilian  refugees  free  transit 
through  I'mgnavas  territory. 


Railroad   Notes 


—Dr.  J.  B,  de  Carvalho,  sub-contractor  on  the 
projected  S.  Paulo- Rio  Grande  railway,  has  pro- 
tested against  the  non-execution  of  his  contract 
He  estimates  the  damages  at  3,579,  U4$ooo. 

—The  board  of  directors  of  the  Associacao  Com- 
mercial of  Campos  has  resolved  to  complain  to 
the  president  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  of  the 
exorbitant  freight  rates  on  the  Leopoldina  railway, 

— When  a  railway  charges  rates  that  absorb  the 

Greater  part  or  all  of  the  market  price  of  any  pro- 
net,  it  becomes  an  obstacle  to  the  development  of 
the  country.  This  is  the  actual  position  now  oc- 
cupied by  some  of  the  railways  here  in  Brazil. 

—On  the  Estrada  de  Ferro  Sul  do  Bspirito 
Santo  the  state  government  has  spent  3,401,259$- 
088.  The  length  of  the  road  in  operation  ts  2t 
kilometres  and  the  receipts  in  July  were  4,000$ 
and  in  August  S,077$48o,  it  being  estimated  that 
the  receipts  for  the  year  wilt  amount  to  100,000$. 

—On  the  15th  inst.  Engineer  Carlos  Morstng 
lectured  at  the  Club  de  Engenharia  on  his  plan  for 
building  a  railway  between  Belem  and  Barn  do 
Pirahy,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  Central 
railway  of  part  of  its  traffic.  The  length  of  this 
road,  according  to  his  estimate,  would  be  66 
j.ilometres. 

—On  last  Tuesday  the  municipal  council  passed 
a  resolution  for  memorializing  the  minister  of  in- 
dustry  against  the  present  freight  rates  on  the 
Central  railway  for  country  produce  shipped  to 
this  market.  In  the  debate  on  this  subject  it  was 
stated  that  the  cost  of  shipping  bananas  has  in- 
creased  over  400%  and  that  of  shipping  a  car-load 
of  charcoal,  which  was  formerly  a  little  over  30$, 
is  now  120$. 

—In  New.  York,  an  electrical  railway  scheme 
has  been  organized,  backed  by  the  Thomson- 
Hoaston  and  Edison  companies  and  the  Baldwin 
Locomotive  Works,  which  has  for  its  object  the 
construction  of  an  electrical  railway  from  New 
York  to  Chicago,  a  distance  of  about  950  miles. 
The  speed  of  the  trains  is  intended  to  be  150  to 
180  miles  an  hour,  and  the  line  will  be  used  for 
carrying  malls  and  for  light  express  trains  with  a 
limited  number  of  passengers.— Exchange. 

—The  length  of  the  Paulista  railway  in  opera- 
tion in  1894  was  279  kilometres  against  250  in 
18S9  and  243  in  1S84.  The  number  nf  daily  trains 
in  1894  was  65  against  29  in  1880,  This  railway, 
which  had  20  locomotives  in  1889,  now  has  47. 
In  1894  there  were  carried  695,354  passengers 
against  318,711  in  1889  and  165,830  in  1884.  The 
number  of  bags  ot  coffee  carried  in  1894  was 
2,659.753  against  2,080,533  in  1889  and  1,464.033 
in  1S84.  The  total  quantity  of  merchandise  car- 
ried in  1894  was  426,513^  tons  against  249,131  in 
1889  and  154,768  in  1884.  The  traffic  receipts 
amounted  to  9,325,866$oi5  in  1894  against 
4i233'3o8*2'0''»  1889  and  2,5S6,3ni$75o  in  1884. 
The  operating  expenses  amounted  to  3,4lo,043$504 
in  1S94  against  1,522,7915531  in  1889  and 
1»267,930$I92  in  1884.  The  number  of  persons 
employed  on  this  railway  was  1,480  in  1894 
against  814  in  1889.
